For a 
Mattyr in the Chriſtian Notion. of the Word, is one 
that Suffers only upon the. Account of Cbriß, ſo as to 
Teſtifie by his Sufferings the Truth and Excellency of 
that Doctrine and ae which Chriſt in his Holy 
Goſpel hath taught and delivercth to Mankid. Such a 
one may be properly ſaid to be a Martyr, or Witnefs 
for Cbriſ, becauſe it is for his ſake only that he ſuffers; 
According to what Cbriſ himſelf ſaid, Bleſſed are ye when 
men ſhall vevile you and perſecute you, and ſhall ſay all manner 
of evil againſt you falſly for my ſake. | Mat. 5. II. ] And 
thetefore when the Apoſtles were Perſecuted for Prea- 
ching the Goſpel of Cbriſt, they looked upon themſelves 
as ſo far his Witneſſes to the World, and rejoyced that 
they were accounted worthy to-ſuffer ſhame for his name. [Act. 
1-4 1] As St. Peter alſo expreſſech it, where he ſaith, if ye 
e reproached for the name of Chriſt, bappy are ye. L Pet.4.15.] 
But none can be truly ſaid to Suffer for the ſake, or for 
the name of Chriſt, but they who ſincerely Profeſs, and 
eat ſuffer for that Religion which he hath revea- 
ed to the World. Either for the whole, as the Apas 
ſtles did, or elle for ſome eſſential Part of it: in De. 
fence of ſome Fandamental Article of the Faith which 
he hath taught, or elſe in Obedience to ſome of thoſe 
neceſſary Commandments that he hath given us. As 
many ofthe Primitive Chriſtians Suffered Death, rather 
than they would Sacrifice or Burn Incenſe to Idols, be- 
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cauſe. that was plainly contrary to the Precepts of the 


Chriſtian Religion. And therefore they were properly 


Martyrs fot Cbrit. And fo were they in Queen Mary's 
Days, whochoſerto Suffer Death, rather than Worſhip 
Images, Pray to Saints Depatted, or do any thing that 
was contrary to the Doctrine or Precepts of the Goſpel. 

For whoſoever thus reſolutely Contends for the Faith 
which was once delivered tothe Saints, fo as to [ct him- 
ſelf in good earneſt to Believe and Obey the Goſpel of 


Cbriſt, what ſoever it coſts him, and patiently uadergoes 


any Puniſnment, and Death ir ſelf, rather than deny 
the Faith, or break any of the Commandments of Cbriſt; 
ſuch a one doth thereby moſt effectually declare and te- 
ſtifie to the World, that he is fully perſwaded in his 
Judgment and Conſcience, that whatſoever Chrift ſaid 
is really true, and whatſoever he commanded is really 
juſt and good, and neceſſary to be obſerved, and there- 
fore ſuch a one is properly Chrif's Martyr, and ought to 
be eſteemed as ſuch. | 

From whence we may likewiſe obſerve, what Suffe- 
ring is neceſſary to the making a Martyr :. W leſs 
than Death. I do not deny but that they who Suffer in 
their Names, Bodies or Eſtates, ſo as to be reproached, 
impriſoned, baniſhed, ſtript ot all they have, maim 


in cheir Bodies, tortured upon Wracks, and the like, 


and all for the ſake of Cbriſt, and his Religion, ſuch 
are ſo far Witneſſes for Cbriſt, and do him great Ser- 


vice, for which they will have a proportionable reward. 


But ſuch are not properly called Martyrs, but Confeſſors , 
the Title of Martyrs having been always appropriated 
to thoſe who actually ſuffer ſome kind of Death for 
Chriſt, at St. Stephen did. And how much ſoever any 
Suffered, unleſs it came ar laſt to a violent Death, we 
do not find that their Memories were publickly Cele- 


brated, as the Martyrs were. .

and Perjury: Hence it is plain and manifeſt, that it was not

Wherein the Lords and Commons in Par- 
liament Aſſembled, ſay to the King, We do bereby renounce, 
abominate and protef againſt that 1mpious fact, the execrable 
Murder, and moſt unparallell d Trea/on e againſt the 
ſacred Perſon and Life of our late Sovereign, your Majeſtys moſt: 
Rojal Father, and all Proceedings tending (thareumd, And 
therefore they afterwards deſire that it may be Enatted, and 
it was accordingly Enacted, "That Every Thertierh Day of Ja- 
nuary, unleſi it falls out upon the Lord's Day, and then the next 
Day following, ſhall be for ever hereafter ſet apart ts be kept and 
obſerved in all Churches and Chappels of theſe your Majeſty's 
Kingdoms, &c. as an Anniverſary day of Faſting and Humt-, 
liation, to Implore the Mercy of God, that neit ber the Guilt of 
that Sacred and innocent Blood, nor thoſe other Sims by which:

Where we may firſt obſerve, That they then breed and 
ſolemnly declare, That the pu- ting King Charles to death, 
was Murder, An Execrable Murder. And ſo certainly it was. 
Murder aggravated with ſuch difmal Circumſtances, that our 
Ears may juſtly tiogle, and our Hearts tremble at the hearing 
of it. A King Murdered ! A Pious, a Vertuous, a molt , 
Chriſtian King Murder-d! CHARLES, King of Great 
Britain, Murdered ! Murdered by his own Subjects, by En- 


| gliſhmen ! Formally, deliberately, pub lickly Murdered in 


the Face of the Sun, before bis own Royal Palace: and all 
becauſe he would not forſwear himſelf, rob God, and deſtroy 
the Church which Chriſt had committed to his ProteQion and 
Care.

them believe that their Laws and Liberties were in danger, 
Aud their 1870 — too.
